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70 firefighters drafted in to tackle flames at council tip 

HUGE FIRE RIPS 
THROUGH PLAHT

A HUGE fire burned over two 
days at a Bloxwich tip with 
some 70 firefighters tackling 
the flames at its peak. 

Half of the crews were still present 
the following morning battling the 
fire at Fryers Road Civic Amenity 
Site and Recyling Centre. 

Blackened walls outside the factory unit 
clearly showed the ferocity of the flames as 
crews dampened down. 

Residents were warned to keep windows 
closed and the tip was closed the following day. 

The fire broke out on Sunday evening and 
was still burning more than 12 hours later. 
Drivers who arrived on Monday morning were 
told the site was closed to business and directed 
to the borough’s other tip in Aldridge. 

Firefighters were pumping water from a 
underground source opposite the plant and 
plumes of smoke were still visible from the 
plant, though the smoke was no longer thick 
and black, in the daylight hours. 

Hotspots 

Businesses close to the plant were open on 
Monday while fire crews blasted the remain¬ 
ing hotspots with water although drivers were 
urged to travel slowly through the site over the 
water pipes leading into the plant. 

The cul-de-sac is home to Leamore Enter¬ 
prise Park and consists of several mixed-use 
units. 

The cause of the fire is not yet known with 
an investigation due to commence in the com¬ 
ing days. 

A total of 10 crews from around the area were 
called to fight the flames which were spotted at 
around 7pm on Sunday. The ambulance ser¬ 
vice, Environment Agency and Walsall Council 
officials were also in attendance. 

Group Commander Martin Ward-White said 
on Sunday night: “West Midlands Fire Service 
are dealing with a large fire in a recycling plant 
on Reaymer Close, Walsall. 

“Assertive firefighting actions are being un¬ 
dertaken to extinguish the fire. 

“While firefighting is taking place overnight 
we would advise local residents to close win¬ 
dows due to smoke plume.” 

Due to the fire, the tip at Merchants Way in 
Aldridge was opening every day this week, it is 
usually closed on a Tuesday and Wednesday.

Improve or 

THE THREAT of closure looms over a failing 
care home following its second damning in¬ 
spection by health watchdogs in three months. 

Bosses at Angel Court, at the Manor Road 
Precinct, in Wolverhampton Road, Walsall, 
are now in a race against time to turn things 
around. It was placed in Special Measures by 
the Care Quality Commission following its ini¬ 
tial visit in June where it subsequently gave it 
the basement rating of ‘Inadequate’. 

Residents left at risk of harm, unreported 
incidents and insufficient staff were among 
the concerns. It meant the home, which caters 
for up to 25 people, some of whom who have

dementia, had six months to make significant 
improvement or face the prospect of being shut 
down. Now, following inspectors’ return on 
September 11, they have ruled that leadership 
is still ‘Inadequate’ leaving the future of the 
home in doubt. The maximum time the home 
can remain in Special Measures is 12 months, 
giving a final deadline of June 20 next year. 

The latest report said: “The manager was 
appointed on July 31, 2017 and told us that a 
meeting had been held with people and their 
relatives on August 5, 2017. 

“The meeting discussed the inspection re¬ 
port and inadequate rating and explained what

actions were being taken to improve the ser¬ 
vice. However, we were uncertain the meeting 
had been effective.” 

Inspectors added: “We requested a copy of 
the provider’s plan for improvement to estab¬ 
lish the actions they intended to take. 

“Although an improvement plan is not re¬ 
quired by legislation it was reasonable to expect 
actions to be taken to be recorded to demon¬ 
strate sustained improvement and to support 
the service’s removal from special measures 
status.” The home has made progress in the 
area of safety with that particular rating now 
elevated to ‘requires improvement’.

Anger at threat to 
urgent care centre 

CONTROVERSIAL proposals to close one of 
Walsall’s urgent care centres has received a 
public backlash. 

Walsall Clinical Commissioning Group 
(CCG) wants to shut down the facility in the 
Saddlers Centre to save £951,000 a year. 

It was opened in January 2016 and typ¬ 
ically deals with around 120 people a day. 

The CCG has argued that the long-term 
plan was always to close the centre, de¬ 
mand is less than initially anticipated and 
the money saved will be reinvested to bol¬ 
ster the town’s other urgent care centre at 
Manor Hospital. 

But results of a public consultation has 
revealed the vast majority of people are 
against the move.

Baldero of Stonegate Pub Company said: 
“We are creating an independent venue, with 
local people at its core. The whole concept is 
about a love of proper pubs.” 
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Benefits fraudster owned three homes 


A CARER fraudulently claimed more 
than £18,500 in benefits after fail¬ 
ing to tell officials about two homes 
which he owned. 

Terence Gordon began claiming 
both income support and council tax 
benefit in 2010 after informing the 
Department for Work and Pensions 
(DWP) and Walsall Council that he 
was caring for his elderly father. 

He failed, however, to tell them 
about two of three homes which he 
owned - one in Gladeside Close, Wal¬ 
sall, and the other in Talbot Street, 
Winson Green, Birmingham. 


Miss Samantha Powis, prosecut¬ 
ing, told a sentencing judge that com¬ 
bined the properties were worth in 
excess of £90,000. 

Gordon, of Summer Street, Wil- 
lenhall, also failed to tell the two au¬ 
thorities about three bank accounts 
which were in his name. His benefits 
payments were being made on the 
basis he was a carer with no capital 
assets. 

In total, between August 2010 and 
October 2015, Gordon fraudulently 
claimed £18,557.80. 

At Walsall Magistrates’ Court last 


month the 51-year-old pleaded guilty 
to three counts of dishonestly making 
a false statement to obtain a benefit. 

And at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court, he was handed a seven month 
prison sentence, suspended for 12 
months, and was ordered to carry out 
120 hours unpaid work. 

Miss Powis, said: “In interview he 
said the claim forms were initially 
correct and that although the names 
on the properties were his he did not 
class them as his. 

“He said Talbot Street was his fa¬ 
ther’s home but acknowledged his 


name was on the deeds and was le¬ 
gally the owner. 

“He said Gladeside Close was 
owned by a man named Stephen 
Clarke and that he was given money 
by Stephen Clarke to pay the mort¬ 
gage. 

Miss Lynette McClement, defend¬ 
ing, said her client had made efforts 
to make repayments since being 
snared. 

Gordon was told by Judge Simon 
Ward he is likely he will lose his prop¬ 
erties following Proceeds of Crime 
proceedings in the new year. 


MP included on list 
hails from Walsall 


A TORY MP who has referred 
himself to the police following 
allegations of inappropriate sex¬ 
ual behaviour is originally from 
the Black Country. 

Chris Pincher Voluntarily stood 
down’ from the Whips’ Office and also 
referred himself to the party’s com¬ 
plaints procedure amid accusations 
surrounding former Olympic rower 
and Tory activist Alex Story. 

a Mr Pincher, who 
was born in Walsall 
and grew up in Worn- 
bourne, is the current 
MP for Tamworth. The 
accusations relate to an 
alleged incident at his 
London home in 2001. 

Mr Pincher said: 
“Whatever may or may 
Chris Pincher not have happened or 
been said was obviously 
many years before I became an MP. If Mr 
Story has ever felt offended by anything I 
said then I can only apologise to him.” 

The 48-year-old was a key member of 
the Government whips operation and was 
effectively number three to South Stafford¬ 
shire MP Gavin Williamson before he be¬ 
came Defence Secretary. 

So far four Midlands Conservative MPs 
have faced accusations about their behav¬ 
iour following the leaking of a list of alleged 
sex pests, on what has been referred to as 
the ‘sordid spreadsheet’. 

Shrewsbury MP Daniel Kawczynski has 
been referred to the party’s disciplinary 
committee, while Wyre Forest MP Mark 
Gamier is being investigated over an al¬ 
leged incident where he asked a former 
member of staff to buy sex toys. 

While Lichfield MP Michael Fabricant re¬ 
vealed he featured on the list but strongly 
denied the accusation he had been ‘inap¬ 
propriate’ with a male journalist in a taxi. 
There has been no complaint and there is 
no investigation into him. 


Brewing up success in awards

BOSSES of a micro-brewery have 
praised the impact made by their 
head brewer after picking up seven 
gongs at a regional beer competi¬ 
tion. 

Backyard Brewhouse in Brown- 
hills was established in 2008 by 
Austen Morgan and Michael Bates 
who 18 months ago took on Istvan 
Nemeshanyi as their head brewer. 

And now they have reaped their 


benefits of his labour, winning 
seven awards at the Society of In¬ 
dependent Brewers’ (SIBA) Mid¬ 
lands Independent Beer Awards. 
These included the overall cham¬ 
pion cask ale gold prize for the 
brewery’s Gold beer, as well as the 
overall silver medal for 1898. 

The two beers will now go for¬ 
ward to a national competition to 
be held early next year. 


Brewery director Mr Morgan, 
said: “We took on Istvan 18 months 
ago and we place a large amount of 
the success we have had at his door. 
He is a young brewer who has an 
incredible skill set.” 

Backyard, based at Gatehouse 
Trading Estate, off Lichfield Road, 
began brewing in 2008 and ex¬ 
panded in 2012 to a 12-barrel plant 
brewing up to 50 barrels a week. 


Closure-hit 
bowling alley 
goes on sale 
for £800,000 

A BOWLING alley which shut suddenly 
has gone up for sale, priced at £800,000. 

MFA Bowl was the main feature at 
the Old Hall Trading Estate, off Revival 
Street in Bloxwich. 

But it closed in July last year without 
warning to customers. 

Now it has been put up for sale and 
rent. 

It includes a bar and could be suita¬ 
ble for a wedding or conference venue, 
according to Old Hall Properties, which 
has listed the sale. 

The 32,100 sq ft site has two floors. 

Bloxwich East ward councillor Kath 
Phillips said: “I definitely want to see it 
picked up and used again -1 hate empty 
buildings. 

“It is of a good size and would make a 
decent entertainment venue again. 

“It was sad when it closed, but hope¬ 
fully we’ll see something replace it 
soon.” 

The bowling alley used to be known 
as G T Leisure Bowl before it was taken 
over by MFA. 

It closed last year, along with a 
snooker hall and the Q Lounge function 
suite, which was based at the same site. 

It was thought between 10 and 15 peo¬ 
ple have lost their jobs as a result of the 
closure. 

Bin collection 
changes made 

CHANGES to green and grey bin collec¬ 
tions across Walsall have been made. 

The changes come about as waste and 
recycling staff at Walsall Council agreed 
to start working longer days, four days 
week in order to make changes which 
will save £63,000 for the authority 
during the current financial year and 
£146,190 in the financial year 2018/19. 

Crews will still be working the same 
amount of hours each week with no 
additional pay, on a rota basis and col¬ 
lections will still take place Monday to 
Friday. The crews will be starting their 
rounds earlier in the day, so residents 
will need to make sure their bins are out 
by no later than 6.30am. 

It means that some households will 
go slightly over two weeks between grey 
bin collections. 

Former pub to 
become homes 

PLANS to transform a former pub into 
a house in multiple occupation have 
been given the go-ahead. The Station 
Hotel, on Station Road, Bloxwich, will 
be converted into a 15-room home after 
Walsall Council approved the plans from 
J9 Accommodation.

Parents in 
Walsall top 
fines table 
on holidays 

PARENTS have been hit by more 
than £1 million in fines for taking 
their children on school term time 
holidays and Walsall seems to be lead¬ 
ing the Black Country. 

Walsall Council picked up almost 
£230,000 from parents,Wolverhamp¬ 
ton around £128,000 and Sandwell 
just £39,000. More than 22,000 par¬ 
ents have been issued with the £60 
charge over the last five years in the 
West Midlands, with another 2,000 
being taken to court because of their 
child’s low attendance. 

Figures obtained under the Free¬ 
dom of Information Act show Walsall 
Council has collected £227,310 in fines 
since 2012/13. Wolverhampton coun¬ 
cil made £128,200, Dudley £44,100, 
and Sandwell £39,120. 

Sandwell council took 817 parents 
to court since 2012/13 rather than 
issue fixed penalties. Fines collected 
in court rather than through fixed 
penalty notices go to the Ministry of 
Justice instead of the council. 

The councils were described as 
carrying out ‘scandalous money grab¬ 
bing’ by West Midland Liberal Demo¬ 
crat campaigner Sarah Quarmby, who 
compiled the data after submitting 
the FOI request. She demanded more 
flexible arrangements to help parents 
who could not afford to pay for out-of- 
term holidays.

PEOPLE in Walsall can get health ad¬ 
vice while out and about this month. 

The Walsall Clinical Commission¬ 
ing Group’s ‘Stay Well Walsall Health 
Bus’ will be manned with medical 
staff who can answer queries and give 
advice on health issues. The bus will 
be arriving at Gallery Square, in Wal¬ 
sall town centre on November 17, 18, 
24 and 25 between 9am and 5pm. 

Professor Simon Brake, chief officer 
at Walsall CCG said: “It is important 
that people take steps to stay well dur¬ 
ing winter by keeping warm, stocking 
up on medicines from your local phar¬ 
macist and looking after elderly rela¬ 
tives and friends. 

“The Health Bus is a great way for 
Walsall residents to ask any ques¬ 
tions.”

A FAMILY disco will be held to help 
raise funds for an annual concert. 

Organisers are hoping the Novem¬ 
ber Winter Dance, held at The Killock 
in Aldridge on November 24, can help 
towards the £1,000 needed to produce 
the annual BENefit Gig, in memory of 
Aldridge School pupil Ben Sambrook, 
who died in 2014. 


TALIBAN and Holocaust survivors 
were today (Thursday) attending the 
launch of a thought-provoking Anne 
Frank exhibition which has arrived in 
Walsall. Following a successful launch 
in London the Anne Frank + You ex¬ 
hibition is at Walsall College until De¬ 
cember 6. 

Presented by education charity the 
Anne Frank Trust UK, the display 
draws on themes from Anne’s diary 
that have a strong contemporary res¬ 
onance - such as opposing racial ha¬ 
tred, and the value of freedom.

A WOMAN had told how she 
was rejected from 100 jobs 
after revealing she was dis¬ 
abled. 

Shani Dhanda failed to get a 
single interview after sending out 
piles of covering letters revealing 
she suffered from life-limiting 
brittle bone disease. 

But the Walsall resident claimed 
she bagged her first interview and job 
as soon as she hid her condition dur¬ 
ing the job application process. 

It comes as disability charity Scope 
calls on West Midlands companies to 
create workplaces where disabled peo¬ 
ple feel confident coming out about 
their conditions or impairments. 

Miss Dhanda said: “It was so dis¬ 
heartening. At 3ft lOins tall, I’m lim¬ 
ited in the jobs I can apply for, and the 
ones that I was eligible for were not 
replying to me. 

Distressing 

“Living with a disability is a full¬ 
time job in itself. When you want to 
work and contribute to society, and 
you are not even offered that oppor¬ 
tunity, it’s really distressing.” 

Former St Michael’s Church of 
England High School student Miss 
Dhanda started applying for jobs at 
16, with hopes of grabbing part-time 
work while she studied at college. 

After failing to secure any inter¬ 
views, she removed her condition 
from her covering letter and decided 
not to mention it to employers. Since 
then, she has only declared her dis¬ 
ability on equal opportunities forms 
after feeling uncomfortable discussing 
her needs with bosses. 

Miss Dhanda has since launched her 
own company Social Butterfly Events, 
which saw her host events for world 
champion boxer Anthony Joshua ear¬ 
lier this year. But the 30-year-old said 


to include Taliban attack survivor 
Ahmad Nawaz who was shot in the 
arm when terrorists stormed his 
school in Peshawar in 2014. His 
younger brother and dozens of friends 
were among over 140 mainly young 
people murdered in the attack. The 
16-year old now lives and attends 
school in Birmingham. 

Another speaker was Holocaust 
survivor Mindhu Hornick. Mindhu 
was 12 years old when she was sent 
to Auschwitz along with her mother, 
sister and two brothers. She and her 
sister were the only ones to survive. 


Councillor Marco Longhi, Mayor 
of Walsall will also appear. He said: 
“Walsall is very honoured to host this 
important exhibition. The legacy of 
Anne Frank is without parallel. To 
generations past, present and future 
she is an enduring symbol of human 
spirit, faith and fragility during one of 
the darkest times in modern history. 

“The significance of Anne must 
never be forgotten or underestimated. 
The West Midlands is a widely diverse 
region, and the protection of human 
life and respect for all faith groups and 
communities to live without fear and 


intimidation - is central to a demo¬ 
cratic and cohesive society.” 

Schoolgirl Anne Frank became fa¬ 
mous posthumously upon the publica¬ 
tion of her diary which chronicled two 
years in hiding during the Nazi occu¬ 
pation of the Netherlands. After being 
captured she died in Bergen-Belsen 
concentration camp aged 15. 

The exhibition’s opening falls on 
the 79th anniversary of Kristallnacht, 
when German Nazis torched syna¬ 
gogues, vandalised Jewish homes, 
schools and businesses, and killed 
close to 100 Jews.

Great Wyrley High School, which 
has more than 800 students, was heav¬ 
ily criticised by Ofsted in April 2016 
and branded ‘inadequate’ overall. 

Standards plunged further in the 
ensuing months with around 30 staff 
leaving. But now, following their first 
monitoring inspection since last year, 
Ofsted has stated progress is finally 
being made.

Driver jailed 
over pursuit 
resulting in 
leg injury 

A DRIVER who hit a woman and 
broke her leg following a five-mile 
chase involving two cars has been 
jailed for nearly two years. 

Christopher Grant was at the 
wheel of a Ford Fiesta which chased 
a Renault Megane from Cannock to 
Brownhills. Inside the Megane was 
Savanna Fisher who during the pur¬ 
suit phoned her mother to seek help. 

When the cars arrived in Chapel 
Street, the victim’s mother was wait¬ 
ing outside her home with her hus¬ 
band, who was holding a broom. 

Both cars stopped before 28-year- 
old Grant accelerated and smashed 
into Miss Fisher as she sought to exit 
the Megane. 

Both her tibia and fibula in her 
right leg were fractured and she later 
required surgery which involved in¬ 
serting pins and plates. 

Grant, of First Avenue, Stafford, 
dumped the Fiesta at a nearby ca- 
nalside before calling 999 to report 
it had been stolen in a carjacking. He 
was arrested the next day and in in¬ 
terview changed his story claiming he 
had been attacked but had got away 
at which point he was chased by the 
Megane. 

He added the Megane had stopped 
suddenly and reversed into his car 
which had caused the damage to the 
Fiesta. 

Grant later pleaded guilty to cause 
serious injury by dangerous driving 
and was sentenced at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court on Monday to 19 months 
in prison. He was also disqualified 
from driving for 33.5 months. 

Judge James Burbidge QC, said 
why the two cars were involved in a 
chase is still not clear.

'Culture of 
negligence' 
at firm hit 
by tragedy 

POLICE have criticised ‘a culture of 
negligence’ at a West Midlands waste 
recycling firm where a worker was 
crushed to death. 

The boss of Master Construction 
Products (Skips) has been given a 
suspended prison sentence after the 
employee was killed by a ‘dilapidated’ 
piece of equipment. 

Investigators described the trom¬ 
mel - used to sort materials - as ‘ram- 
shackled and lethal’ with unguarded 
moving parts and no emergency stops, 
Birmingham Crown Court heard. 

The machine into which Safi Qais 
Khan was dragged to his death at 
the site in Pentos Drive, Sparkhill in 
January 2015 was also surrounded by 
uneven and waste strewn ground, it 
was said. 

Company director Jagbir Singh, 
from Walsall, was in charge of Health 
and Safety at the plant. He admit¬ 
ted responsibility for mistakes that 
allowed the device to become poorly 
guarded and badly maintained. The 
firm pleaded guilty to corporate man¬ 
slaughter of the 29-year-old victim, 
originally from Pakistan, who died 
from crush injuries. 

Health and Safety Executive inves¬ 
tigators concluded 37-year-old Singh 
from Brookmeadow Road, Walsall, 
had neither ensured machinery was 
safe nor told workers how to stay out 
of danger while using it. 

Singh was given a 12 month sus¬ 
pended sentence, 300 hours un¬ 
paid work for his health and safety 
breaches and banned from becoming 
a company director for eight years. 

He was also ordered to pay £11,500 
costs while the company - now in 
liquidation - was fined a total of 
£255,000. Det Con Mark Harrison 
said afterwards: “This terrible trag¬ 
edy is made so much worse by the fact 
it could have been avoided.” 

Walsall Town Hall 
restaurant to shut 

WALSALL Town Hall’s restaurant is 
set to permanently close after becom¬ 
ing ‘unsustainable financially’. 

A decision has been made to close 
the restaurant following a reduction 
in customers and it has been con¬ 
firmed no staff will be made redun¬ 
dant due to the closure. 

Councillor Keith Chambers, port¬ 
folio holder for business support said: 
“As a regular customer of the Town 
Hall restaurant, I am saddened by 
this closure. However, it is vital that 
the council is using its funds wisely 
and with so much competition we 
could not continue with the Town 
Hall restaurant. 

“I am happy to say there have been 
no compulsory redundancies as part 
of this process.” 


Gun call police storm rapper's video

AN up and coming rapper has spoken 
of the moment armed police stormed 
his video shoot after a member of the 
public saw a BB gun being used. 

Artist Hyden Matthews, who per¬ 
forms under the name HY Direct, was 
filming a video for his upcoming sin¬ 
gle I Ain’t The One at a derelict ware¬ 
house on Middlemore Lane, Aldridge 
on Thursday, October 26, when the 
drama unfolded. A torture scene in 
the video required Hyden, aged 25, 
from Perry Barr, to use a fake gun. 

At the time when that scene was 
being filmed, a member of the public 


walked by and called 999, believing 
the violence was real. This prompted 
six armed police to attend the shoot. 

Describing the dramatic incident, 
Hyden said: “Everything happened 
so quickly, one minute we are filming 
and then the next we are surrounded 
by armed police. I can understand 
why somebody made that call to the 
police and I understand why they had 
to act so quickly like they did. It was 
a shock but we managed to talk to the 
officers and explain the situation. 

West Midlands Police spokesper¬ 
son Deb Edmonds said: “Police were 


called to a disused factory in Middle- 
more Lane in Aldridge just after 10pm 
on Wednesday 25 October by a pas¬ 
ser-by who believed there was some 
suspicious activity going on inside, 
involving a gun. 

“The police helicopter was deployed 
and following police arrival, it was dis¬ 
covered that six people were filming 
a music video with an imitation fire¬ 
arm. No arrests were made, though 
advice was given and the bb gun was 
taken by police. Officers are thankful 
for the eagle-eyed member of the pub¬ 
lic who made the call to police.” 


Cancer survivor's bench 
reinstated at park spot 


A BADLY vandalised bench dedi¬ 
cated to a Walsall cancer survivor 
was rebuilt and unveiled, all thanks 
to the donations of a kind-hearted 
businessman. 

Within days of reading Sally Cooper’s story, 
Wolverhampton solicitor Harsimran Saini of¬ 
fered to pay for another bench to be put back in 
her favourite spot in Bloxwich Park. 

She said: “I was devastated when I saw the 
state the bench was in. I can’t believe someone 
would do this for a complete stranger.” 

The first bench was dedicated by the Walsall 
grandmother to Cancer Research UK in 2014 to 
symbolise the battle she had won against cer¬ 
vical cancer around the time her son, Martin, 
was diagnosed with testicular cancer in 2006. 

Her mother Kathleen Vernon was then di¬ 
agnosed from womb cancer which she died of 
in 2010, the same year Sally’s brother Graham 
developed prostate cancer. 

Proud 

She added: “Thanks to research, my brother, 
my son and myself have all survived cancer so 
the bench meant the world to me. I was so 
proud of it I used to take family members there 
for walks.” 

Mr Saini, director at HS Lawyers, said: “I 
was really saddened to read about the vandal¬ 
ism to Sally’s bench. I found her story very 
touching and wanted to do something to help.” 

Walsall Borough Council offered to cover the 
labour cost of the replacement and the bench is 
sturdier than the last. 

It was put in her favourite spot in Bloxwich 
park where she walks her dog with her hus¬ 
band, Colin Cooper, and regularly passes it on 
the way to work. 

It all started when she decided to do a Race 
for Life in 2010 and committed to fundraising 
for Cancer Research UK through annual gar¬ 
den parties. For her second Race for Life in 
Himley Park in Dudley, she was invited to start 
the race for her fundraising efforts and Cancer 
research UK later offered the bench to her. 

On her bench, the plaque says: Sally Cooper 
loved sitting here...and still does thanks to 
everyone who Stands Up To Cancer.

Price rise 
that leaves 
consumer 
smarting 


MY bill from British Gas has just land¬ 
ed on the doormat, covering the period 
when the company we all love to hate im¬ 
posed its extortionate 15 per cent price 
rise. 

Interestingly, while the latest reading 
was taken from the “smart meter”, which 
gives exact readings by remote control, 
the company still found it necessary to 
estimate how much gas and electricity 
I had used before September 1, when 
the new charges came into force. Now if 
these meters are so smart, why couldn’t 
they have provided an accurate reading 
for the amount of energy used before the 
rise? 

I have no idea how accurate the esti¬ 
mate was - like a lot of you, I don’t have 
the time to sit there staring at the little 
black box to keep tabs on how much 
power the washing machine consumes 
on its fast spin cycle. But I would be very 
surprised if the estimate did not work in 
British Gas’s favour. It’s funny how these 
new smart meters tend to be at their 
smartest when it benefits the energy 
company. 


THE late 1980s were about as good as 
life in this country got. Sharp suits, fast 
cars and decent television programmes, 
a time when we had everything we need¬ 
ed - when a giant mobile phone was a 
harmless gimmick rather than something 
which turned youngsters into zombies. 

But for all the great things came out of 
that decade, I would suggest Hofmeister 
lager was not one of them. The flavour¬ 
less fizzy goo is best remembered for its 
adverts starring George the Bear, a leer¬ 
ing cockney in a shell suit and pork-pie 
hat. Incredibly, it is making a comeback. 
It was even voted the “best lager” in blind 
taste tests. Which is a bit like saying Ed¬ 
die the Eagle was our best ski jumper. 


IT SEEMS we have been hit by a bit of 
a crime wave, with offences in the West 
Midlands force area up by 14 per cent. 

Maybe it is to be expected, given we 
are now urged to report every bit of bad 
manners as a “hate crime”. 

What is revealing, though, is another 
set of figures showing areas of the West 
Midlands with the highest crime levels. 
As you would expect, central Birming¬ 
ham tops the list with 1,030 crimes in 
June, but it is the next bit that gets in¬ 
teresting. In second place is Dudley town 
centre, with 752 crimes - three quarters 
that of Birmingham - and in fifth place is 
Stourbridge, with 416 crimes. These two 
towns have both seen their police sta¬ 
tions closed to the public. A coincidence, 
I’m sure.

THANKS for your messages about misused 
commas. I loved the police drink-drive cam¬ 
paign one Christmas with posters reading: 
“Don’t drink, take drugs and drive.” 

THESE days, criticising David Attenborough 
is the closest thing we have to heresy. But at 
risk of the rack and disembowelment, I think 
Blue Planet II (BBC1) overdoes the music and 
the slow-motion. 

I WAS surprised to learn this week that men¬ 
tal-health professionals in London estimate 
more than 11,000 people could experience 
“difficulties of some description” as a result of 
the Grenfell Tower fire. Do we give thanks that 
modern psychology can detect traumatic stress 
in so many individuals? Or do we simply wonder 
what’s going on? I am reminded of an interview 
I did with a lady recalling her experience of the 
1941 Blitz in Swansea, when she was nine. Her 
street took a direct hit. She and her family were 
buried in their cellar for hours. She emerged to 
learn that her best friend, also nine, had been 
killed in the house opposite. The next day she 
reported for school and her teacher asked why 
she was wearing plimsolls. The little girl ex¬ 
plained that her school shoes were buried in 
the rubble of her house. Kindly but firmly, the 
teacher said she should go back and look for 
her shoes, “because we don’t want Mr Hitler to 
think he’s winning.” That was then and Grenfell 
Tower is now, and I wonder what the Blitz gen¬ 
eration would make of it all. 

“I CANNOT work with you a moment longer.” 
With those words, bus operator Sydney Hardy 
closed his company in Somerset, leaving 27 
staff jobless. We can only guess at the stress 
that led to such a decision, but never underesti-

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mate the difficulties of employing other people. I 
have a friend who runs a small company. I once 
asked him what it’s like having 40 employees. 
“Like having 40 children,” he replied. 

NEW guidelines from the Good Housekeep¬ 
ing Institute say ice cream kept in the freezer 
for more than three months can lose its taste. 
Now, what taste would that be? Ice cream used 
to be tasty in about 1957 but the modern stuff is 
taste-free which probably explains why they’ve 
starting lacing the caramel varieties with that 
cheap, all-purpose flavour enhancer, salt. 

IN his memoirs out next week, former prime 
minister Gordon Brown speaks frankly about 
his failing sight. Pity he wasn’t so frank when he 
was in power. I recall showing him a newspaper 
with headlines about the state of the economy. 
He brushed the paper away with one hand. With 
hindsight, I realise Brown was hiding the fact 
that he couldn’t read it. At the time, it seemed a 
rude gesture from a very odd bloke. 

I AM amazed that any politician can defend 
fixed-odds gambling machines, the devices 
that can bankrupt a punter in a matter of hours. 
These infernal machines are Robin Hood in re¬ 
verse, robbing the poor to make the rich very 
rich indeed. One spokesman for the industry 
this week declared that if the maximum odds 
were greatly reduced, it would mean the closure 
of thousands of betting shops. And good rid¬ 
dance, too. 


BARRY Sheerman MP has been accused of 
snobbery for suggesting “better-educated peo¬ 
ple” voted to remain in the EU. But he is undeni¬ 
ably right. Brexit was never an intellectual exer¬ 
cise. It was a genuine working-class movement, 
the same sort of grass-roots uprising that gave 
us the welfare state and the NHS. And who is to 
say that the workers got it wrong and academia 
got it right? 

YOU could just as well argue that those ex¬ 
posed to Britain’s lefty-liberal education system 
for longest were thoroughly indoctrinated in an 
ivory-tower view of the EU, while people living 
and working in the real world saw it for what it 
was. A modern-languages professor in London 
won’t hold the same opinion as a self-employed 
electrician in Wisbech.

I can’t say I found it an enjoyable ex¬ 
perience but at the time, it was a case of 
needs must. 

These days, to me, driving is definite¬ 
ly something other people do, which is 
just as well as after all this time it would 
be unreasonable to assume that the fin¬ 
er points of the rules of the road have 
stayed the same. 

I was reminded how rapidly such a 
mundane activity can change by a press 
release listing 10 rules drivers might have 
forgotten or did not know. 

Many motorists might know they are 
not legally allowed to flash their lights 
to give way to others, but how many 
would be able to say that letting pets out 
of the car if it has broken down on the 
hard shoulder is a no-no according to the 
Highway Code? 

Similarly, it’s widely known that splash¬ 
ing a pedestrian is an offence, but how 
about this: paying with a phone at a 
drive-through takeaway is against the 
law unless the engine is switched off and 
handbrake applied. 

Talking of pedestrians, pavements 
these days are turning into an area that 
could benefit from an on-foot equivalent 
of the Highway Code. Cyclists, mobility 
scooters, pushchairs, skateboarders, de¬ 
livery vans ... all are jostling for space on 
pavements and in pedestrianised areas 
where space is limited by A-boards, lamp 
posts, benches, and planters etc. 

It’s a wonder pedestrians can even get 
to where they want to, without an un¬ 
pleasant confrontation or serious injury, 
but even they can cause problems. 

Consider the ‘shall we dance?’ ritual 
as people walking towards each other 
step to the same side to let the other one 
pass. How about a ‘keep left’ rule seeing 
as that’s the side we drive on in Britain? 

And what about the formation walking 
teams who stroll along three or even four 
abreast, forcing those behind them to 
attract their attention so they can pass 
without stepping into the road? Let’s see 
a ‘leave enough space for overtaking’ rule 
to deal with that one. And when leaving a 
shop, try looking both ways to avoid col¬ 
lisions with other pavement users. 

It’s enough to make you want to get 
behind the wheel again. On second 
thoughts though, is it worth having to 
look out for those pesky pedestrians day 
in day out? Whether on foot or driving, 
let’s be more considerate to each other, 
shall we? Until then, everyone get out of 
the way, I’ve got a bus to catch!

D-Day veteran Bertram 
gets top bravery award 


A HEROIC D-Day veteran has 
received France’s highest 
honour for his bravery in the 
campaign to liberate France 
from the Nazis during World 
War Two. 

Walsall man, Bertram Brevitt, 
was given the Chevalier de la Le¬ 
gion D’Honneur for serving on 
the landing craft which gave cover 
to the first wave of assault troops 
landing on Sword Beach at Ouis- 
treham, one of the five main land¬ 
ing areas for the Allied invasion of 
German-occupied France. 

The 91- year-old now lives in Pem¬ 
brokeshire and was one of the last vet¬ 
erans in Wales to be awarded the by 
the French government to commemo¬ 
rate the end of the second world war. 

Actions 

He said: “I suppose we were brave 
but back then you didn’t think about 
it.” He was presented the award by the 
honorary consul of France in Wales 
Marie Brousseau-Navarro in front of 
his family on October 28. 

Mr Brevitt served as Junior Officer 
on H.M. LOT (R) 438 after joining the 
Royal Navy at 17-years-old. 

Ms Brousseau-Navarro said: “The 
whole of France thanks you for your 
actions. 

“As a resident of Amiens, (which is 
in Normandy) I thank you personally, 
as without your bravery my parents 
and I may not have been here today.” 

Thev Legiond d’honneur, or Legion 
of Honour, was established in 1802 by 
Napoleon Bonaparte with the motto 
honour and fatherland. 

It is divided into five degrees and 
Mr Brevitt was awarded the Chevalier 
which is known as the knight.

Online groceries stalling 

THE UK’s online grocery market has failed to ‘lift off as 
consumers harbour doubts about freshness and prove un¬ 
willing to give up the social side of supermarket shopping, 
according to a latest report. 

Almost half of consumers have tried online grocery shop¬ 
ping but just 15 per cent do so a few times a month, You- 
Gov found. The findings indicate the majority of consumers 
are still using bricks and mortar supermarkets for the bulk 
of their grocery shopping. 


Market for 
housing in 
Walsall on 
a go-slow 


WALSALL has been found to be one of the 
areas of the UK with the slowest moving 
property market. 

Online estate agents HouseSimple.com looked at 
the length of time properties have been on the mar¬ 
ket since estate agents first listed them in 50 major 


towns and cities. 

Sunderland was bottom 
for the slowest moving 
with 28.5 per cent of prop¬ 
erties currently for sale on 
the market six months or 
longer, and one in seven for 
more than a year. 

Across the UK, 12.5 per 
cent of homes currently for 
sale have been on the mar¬ 
ket for six months or more. 

For Wolverhampton, the 
figure was 17.4 per cent 
with the house that had 
been on the market longest 
remaining up for sale since 
August 20, 2012. 

The city has 8.2 per cent 
of homes that have been up 
for sale for longer than a 
year. 

In Walsall, one house has 
been waiting for a buyer 
since May 14, 2013, and 
16.5 per cent have been on 
the market six months or

more, and 7.2 per cent for 
more than a year. 

The fastest moving prop¬ 
erty market, according to 
HouseSimple research, is 
Belfast, followed by North¬ 
ampton and Reading. 

Only 1.89 per cent of cur¬ 
rent property listings in Bel¬ 
fast are at least six months 
old. Alex Gosling, chief exec¬ 
utive of HouseSimple.com, 
said “Across the five towns 
and cities we looked at, the 
length of time it is taking for 
properties to sell appears to 
be falling. 

“Eight months ago, when 
we carried out the same re¬ 
search, 13 per cent of prop¬ 
erties listed had been on the 
market at least six months. 
That figure has now fallen 
to 12.5 per cent.”

£300,000 of cannabis 
is seized in two raids 


CANNABIS with a street value 
of £300,000 has been seized 
by police after raids on two 
properties in four days. 

Staffordshire Police excecuted a 
warrant at Littlewood Lane, Ches- 
lyn Hay on October 28, where 200 
plants and a large amount of ready 
dried cannabis, with a total street 
value of £150,000 was found.

Police later forced entry into the 
site, where more than 300 plants with 
a street value of £150,000 were found 
alongside growing equipment.

But, like all 
physical activity, trampoline cen¬ 
tres come with risks. 

Latest figures show the rise in 
bounce parks has also led to an in¬ 
crease in injuries caused by related 
falls. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service says 
that, along with the usual knocks and 
scrapes from weekend football matches, 
trampolining is now being added to the list 
of most common call-outs. 

Paramedics have attended trampoline 
parks in the West Midlands more than 200 
times since 2015, new figures revealed. 

The figures, released as part of an Free¬ 
dom of Information request made to West 
Midlands Ambulance Service, showed there 
had been a total of 279 call outs to 12 tram¬ 
poline parks in the region since 2015. 

In the last two years, ambulances have 
been called out to trampoline centres in 
Wolverhampton, Cannock, Walsall, Old¬ 
bury, Stourbridge and Stone, as well as Bir¬ 
mingham. Calls to the ambulance service 
have been made after ‘falls’ or ‘trauma’, 
according to the service’s call log. 

It is statistically still very unlikely an¬ 
yone entering a trampoline park will be 
injured, and all centres across the West 
Midlands and Staffordshire have strict 
rules and trained staff on hand. But the 
nature of the centres means accidents will 
happen. 

Flip Out, based at Stone Business Park, 
has the highest number of call outs, with 
28 in 2016/17, up from 17 in 2015/16. So far 
in 2017/18, from April 1 to September 30, 
they have called for an ambulance 13 times, 
taking the total number of call outs to 58. 

Jump In based at Bentley Mill Way, Wal¬ 
sall, came fourth highest in the list of call 
outs for the region with a total of 22, and 
Flip Out, in Churchbridge, Oldbury, came 
sixth highest.

Motty on the spot 
with match talk 


HE is one of Britain’s best- 
known football commenta¬ 
tors and has covered an im¬ 
pressive 10 World Cups, 10 
European Championships, 29 
FA Cup finals and more than 
200 England internationals. 

At the end of the season John 
Motson will call time on his BBC 
career aged 72. And he is due to 
share highlights of his illustrious 
career in Walsall this month. 

The broadcaster, popularly known as 
‘Motty’, is in his 50th consecutive year 
with the BBC. Between 1979 and 2008, 
he was the BBC’s voice on major cup 
finals including his record-breaking 
sixth World Cup Final in Berlin in 2006 
and his 29th FA Cup Final in May 2008 
between Cardiff City and Portsmouth, 
an achievement not reached by any 
other commentator. 

“I have had a rather long career and 
have been very lucky to be paid to do 
something I love and that is watching 
football,” he said ahead of his Banks’s 
Stadium appearance on November 16 
with doors opening at 6.30pm. 

“I love doing radio and TV commen¬ 
tary as well as being involved in Match 
of the Day and Football Focus. Among 
my highlights are commentating on 
World Cups. I have been lucky enough 
to have been to 10. One of the best 
games I commentated on was when 
England beat Germany 5-1 in 2001 
when Michael Owen scored a hat-trick. 

“I have been lucky enough to cover 
more than 200 England games in 49 
countries and saw the world through 
football. Some of the matches that are 
least memorable are the one-nils or nil- 
nils when you have to think of some¬ 
thing to say, keep it alive and bring in¬ 
terest to the viewer.”

The son of a Methodist minister, 
Motson joined the BBC in 1968, follow¬ 
ing stints as a reporter on the Barnet 
Press and Sheffield Morning Telegraph. 
After starting out as a sports reporter 
on Radio 2, he made his breakthrough 
on Match of the Day during the famous 
FA Cup replay between Flereford and 
Newcastle four years later. Originally 
billed as a five-minute segment, Here¬ 
ford's shock 2-1 win - thanks to Ron¬ 
nie Radford’s 30-yard strike - saw the 
match promoted to the main game, 
with Motson capturing all the drama. 

Despite rivalry with fellow commen¬ 


tator Barry Davies, from 1979 to 2008 
Motson was the BBC’s voice on major 
finals such as the FA Cup, European 
Championships and World Cup. 

“The game has massively changed 
over the years, especially commer¬ 
cially,” he said. “One of my biggest 
regrets is never covering England in a 
championship final,” he said. “But our 
young teams have done very well this 
year and if we can keep them together, 
bring them through and make sure they 
play first team football then it would 
seem England has as bright a future as 
I can remember.”

Metro fines may go 
up by seven times 


THE cost of getting caught 
without a ticket on the Mid¬ 
land Metro is to increase - by 
up to seven times. 

Anyone stopped without the 
correct ticket on the tram system 
currently faces a penalty fine of 
£ 10 . 

But under a proposal by the West 
Midlands Combined Authority, which 
runs the line, the fine will go up to £70. 
If paid within 21 days it will cost £35. 

The organisation wants to make the 
changes for the start of next year. 

But it must apply for powers to set 
its own rates of fines, instead of need¬ 
ing approval from the Secretary of 

An application to change the proce¬ 
dure could be made in January. 

In a supporting document to the 
proposal, it states: “The current pen-

alty fare on Midland Metro is £10 and 
is deemed an unsuitable deterrent for 
fare evasion.” 

A spokesman for the WMCA added: 
“When you consider the cost of a single 


journey from one end of the Metro line 
to the other is just £4.10 you can see 
why some people think it’s worth the 
risk of not paying at all. That can’t be 
allowed to continue. 

“It is not fair on National Express 
West Midlands who operate it on our 
behalf nor the vast majority of passen¬ 
gers who do pay their way.” 

Ticket inspectors operate on every 
tram. They approach people on the 
tram to check or sell tickets. If some¬ 
one does not buy a ticket the tram will 
stop. A penalty fine could be given for 
someone who hides in the tram or 
holds an invalid ticket. 

The £10 charge on the Midland 
Metro is set by the Midland Metro 
(Penalty Fares) Act 1991. This legis¬ 
lation was introduced after the plan to 
build a new tram system in the West 
Midlands was first developed in the 
late 1980s.

I was standing on a street corner 
and he decided that I needed help to 
cross the street. 

“Of course, I didn’t: I have achon¬ 
droplasia, a common cause of dwarf¬ 


ism, but I’m perfectly able to get about 
on my own. 

“Still, he was trying to be kind, and 
I thought it was really sweet. He didn’t 
talk to me - I don’t think he could 
speak English - but I said thank you, 
and he smiled.”

He would stand outside the depot in 
Reaymer Close almost every day since 
he was a teenager - although his fas¬ 
cination with cranes began as a young 
child, according to his father Steve 
Lawton. 

He said: “When he was little his 
bedroom overlooked a crane yard. He 
could see the cranes gathering and 
used to stand at the window looking 
out. I had to nail some wood across to 
stop it breaking. As he got older he got 
fascinated in Pat Collins fairs. 

“Then he became interested in ABA. 
My wife did a business opposite ABA 
and Ben got to know them that way. 
Once he was a teenager he would get 
up at 5 or 6 o’clock in the morning, go 


to ABA and stay there all day. 

“I think because of his autism, if 
something was in his head he became 
very driven towards it.” It has been a 
devastating year for Steve, aged 65. 
Not only was he the one who walked 
in to find Ben on the floor, but it had 
come less than a year after his wife 
and Ben’s mother Valerie Lawton had 
passed away from cancer, aged 61, last 
December. 

Anne Baggott, a director of ABA, 
said: “Ben would be there day after 
day. He knew every crane, knew all 
the drivers, he knew the different 


engine noises. He even had his bike 
painted in our green colours. All of the 
drivers loved him. We always knew he 
was there. Everyone always stopped to 
talk to him and buy him an ice cream.” 
She added: “It is so sad. Everyone is 
really cut up about it, the drivers are 
devastated. 

“Some of them will be pallbearers. 
We will hopefully have four or five 
cranes available to be part of the pro¬ 
cession.” 

The firm has also had a plaque made 
up for Ben which will be put up at the 
depot.

Noddy and I have 
had a hell of a life 


Y bu’d expect him to be 
the showiest of all of the 
members of Slade. After 
all, Dave Hill made a career 
from modelling silver wigs 
and platform boots. He was 
the brightest star in Slade’s firmament, 
the one who’d dress most outrageously, 
who’d model a great scooping fringe for 
more years than was sensible. 

Yet Dave Hill is as far removed from the caricature as 
is possible. Our scheduled 15-minute chat turns into 45. 
And the subjects aren’t just Rolls Royces and drink, six 
number one singles and outrageous apparel - Dave talks 
about depression and importance of our shared history, 
about his deep, deep affection for the Black Country and 
a long-lasting marriage. 

The man nicknamed Superyob who rocked the world 
with Slade is more sensitive and thoughtful than anyone 
might imagine. Yes, there’s Merry Xmas Everybody and 
six smash LPs in his new book, So Here It Is, which is 
published this month by Unbound. But there’s also talk 
about post-War Britain and his office job at Tarmac, 
about sliding into depression during his later years and 
suffering a stroke, there’s an honest assessment of 
Slade’s split-to paraphrase, everyone started to hate 
Noddy, though Dave and Nod are the best of pals again 
now - and there’s the slow revealing of a gentle soul. 
Superyob? Dave Hill. You’re having a larf. 

“I was born in a castle and then grew up in a council 
house in Wolverhampton. I had a smashing mum and 
dad but things were tough growing up in post¬ 
war Britain. My life really changed 
when I heard rock’n’roll music. 

I said goodbye to an office job 
at Tarmac and never looked 1 
back. I played in various groups 
before fame came knocking at 
my door. 

“Slade’s success didn’t happen 
overnight but boy, were we big when 
we took off! We had 23 top twenty 
hits and six number one singles. Three 
of these went straight to the number one 
spot - a first, not even matched by The 
Beatles. Topping it all was Merry Xmas 
Everybody, which sold over one million 
copies. We also had six smash LPs, and 
one time had the number one and two 
spots on the LP chart. All this made Slade 
the biggest band in the UK in the 70s, and 
we were massive all over the world, too. 

“Slade had some great years but 
fashions change and the break-up of the 
original band was heartbreaking. I thought 
that would be it for me. 

“I battled through depression and got 
over a stroke, and decided to carry on

doing the thing 
which I do best: I 
went back on the 
road with Slade. 
I’ve seen more 
of the world, and 
more fans, in the last 
25 years than I did when 
the band were at their most 
famous.” 

Dave’s autobiography, inevitably, 

^ was created in his beloved Black 
‘ Country. He met a writer, from 
Walsall, who was a big Slade fan 
and encouraged him to jot down his 
memories. Publishers were slow on 
the uptake so they took it to Unbound, 
the pledge-funded organisation. Dave 
smashed his target - achieving 116 per 
cent funding from 564 backers. 

“It was a nice process. If I’d been with 
a different publisher, they’d have been 
telling me what to write. With these 
guys, I was just allowed to get on with 
it. I worked with a ghostwriter, he was 
from Wednesbury. It was important 
k to do it that way. I was working with 
^ somebody who understood the 
‘ ■ way I talk and who related to my 
upbringing.” 

Dave didn’t just want to write 
I about the good times. He wanted 
| to tell the truth, to write down 
his experience of mental health 
issues. 

“The Slade years were 
incredible. We had the most 
original Christmas song. We 
influenced a lot of people. 
Those years took me to 
destinations I wouldn’t have 


dreamed of. Everything was good until the break-up of 
the band. 

“I didn’t know what I was going to do. But I’d got a 
good wife and three children. I had a lot to carry on for.” 

Dave is more candid in his book about the break-up 
than others have been. 

“I spoke to Nod about it, he keeps in touch. He said 
nobody’s really written how the split was. So I did my 
best to write about how it was. Nod and myself have one 
heck of a life. We have a love for each other. We didn’t 
agree with everything but we agreed with one thing, to 
be in a great band. We achieved that. Slade were a great 
rock’n’roll band. We had uniqueness and an honesty. 

“With Nod, there was the realisation that he was going 
to go. And back then, when I weighed it up, maybe there 
wasn’t any love for him in the band any more. He had to 
do what he had to do. In the early days it was like we were 
glued together. But we loved it and we’re mates now. We’ll 
always be known for it, especially Nod and myself.” 

Dave’s book is equally remarkable for his exploration of 
depression, which followed routine surgery. 

“I was in a dark place for a while. I had two years of 
really bad depression and was wondering whether I 
would ever feel good again. It was scary, it was hard 
on the family. I didn’t trust medication. I found the right 
person who helped me, a great psychiatrist, who knew 
about medication. She was a specialist in her area 
and great to talk to. She told me I was 100 per cent 
depressed.” 

The joy returned when he listed to some old 60s music 
in his car. “The music gave me that joy inside. I went on a 
shopping spree buying clothes, I was Dave Hill again, that 
bloke, going out and getting stuff. The dark areas faded 
away. But I’ve wrote about that in the book.”

Legitimate Tommy struggles 
to leave the past behind 


W hether it being buried alive 
by a wartime tunnel 
collapse or beaten to within 
a inch of his life by Father Hughes’ 
hired muscle, Tommy Shelby has 
found himself in plenty of tight spots. 

However, the Birmingham crime 
boss might just have bitten off more 
than he can chew as Steven 
Knight’s acclaimed saga Peaky 
Blinders returns for a fourth series. 

Cillian Murphy, who plays Tommy, 
said of the new action-packed run: 
“In the classic gangster arc, the last 
season was sort of all about the 
wealth, the house and all that 
material stuff. This season is sort of 
a return to the roots.” 

At the end of the last series, set in 
1924, we saw Tommy at what Knight 
has called the character’s “most 
nihilistic.” 

Having ascended into high 
society from his humble beginnings 
in Small Heath, Tommy seemingly 
threw his own family under the 
proverbial bus of the law for the 
criminal acts he made in the effort to 
save his captured young son. 


Every Shelby except Tommy was 
arrested at the leader’s luxurious 
countryside manor after they defied 
the Russians in a jewel heist and 
blew up a train. 

Whether or not they have all 
wriggled out of the charges will 
become clear, as the new series 
begins in December 1925. 

Thomas Shelby OBE has now 
acquired unprecedented legitimacy 
- but the gangster is a lonely man, 
estranged from his family and 
focused on business. 

However, when he receives a 
mysterious letter on Christmas Eve, 
he realises that his loved-ones and 
his empire are in danger of 
annihilation. 

As the enemy closes in, Tommy 
flees his country house and returns 
to the only safe place he knows: 
Small Heath, the slum where he 
grew up. 

Facing a more determined and 
sophisticated threat than ever 
before, the Shelbys must put 
differences aside, take up arms and 
fight for survival. 


So far, we know little of this new 
danger other than it is a new 
criminal organisation “of a different 
dimension,” headed by a ruthless 
crime boss (Adrien Brody), and 
according to Knight, it will represent 
the Shelbys’ “biggest threat” in the 
saga to date. 

Knight is thrilled to have Oscar- 
winner Brody on board as the story 
develops. He says: “Adrien 
genuinely was the actor in my head 
when I wrote the part. I’m sure he 
will be a formidable presence.” 

Other new cast members this time 
around include Aidan Gillen (Game 
of Thrones) and Charlie Murphy 
(Happy Valley), who will be joining 
the likes of Murphy, Helen McCrary, 
Tom Hardy and Charlotte Riley. 

Knight adds: “We have a dream 
team gathered for series four, 
coming to us for love of the show, 
which is great. 

“Adrien Brody, Aidan Gillen and 
Charlie Murphy give us a wealth of 
talent to work with, and with Tom 
Hardy and Charlotte Riley returning 
we couldn’t have hoped for more.”

The impressive £850,000 development 


New facilities enable life 
to begin at 40 for club

THE building of an £850,000 new facili¬ 
ty has a football club believing they can 
prove life begins at 40. 

Bilbrook Juniors fielded their first team back 
in 1978 and will next year enter the fifth dec¬ 
ade stronger than ever thanks the new state-of- 
the-art pavilion at their Pendeford Lane home 
which features changing rooms, a clubhouse 
and bar. 

Constructed with the aid of grants from the Pre¬ 
mier League, the FA and Wolverhampton City Coun¬ 
cil, it has club members hailing a new dawn. 

“The club has been in existence for nearly 40 years 
but in many ways this is the starting point,” said 
chairman Dave Maydew. 

Reality 

“Having a facility like this has been a long-term 
goal and it has taken the hard work of too many peo¬ 
ple to mention in order to make it a reality. 

“But in many ways the big job starts now. Until 
now all the money has gone into keeping the club 
going. Now we are in a position where we can start 
giving back.” 

The new facility is the result of a decade-long cam¬ 
paign and replaces the club’s previous clubhouse, 
which had fallen into a state of disrepair. 

It was made possible thanks to a £484,529 grant 
from the Premier League & The FA Facilities Fund, 
which is delivered by the Football Foundation. Wol¬ 
verhampton City Council also contributed £350,000 


to the project. “We had to put our case forward. It 
wasn’t a simple or easy process and at times it felt 
like we were moving one step forward and then two 
back,” said Maydew. 

“But the end result is more than worth it. I would 
love to be able to list all the people who have helped 
us out along the way but quite frankly it would take 
up two pages of the newspaper. 

“We are all volunteers, no-one getting paid a penny. 

“We do it because we love it. I joined the club 22 
years ago when my son started playing aged five. 

“Before then I used to play football myself. Now I 
feel like I am giving something back. 

“It’s been a real team effort and means we can now 
move onto the next phase.” 

The new facility, at a ground which features two 
full-sized pitches and four-mini pitches, was opened 
last month by Wolves legend Steve Bull. 

Complete with two referee’s changing rooms and a 
kitchen, along with spectator toilets with disabled ac¬ 
cess, it is expected to increase participation at a club 


which already fields 31 teams at all age levels in a 
variety of regional leagues, including a ladies team. 

In total Bilbrook have around 1,500 members in¬ 
cluding players, coaches and volunteers. 

Future plans will see the construction of flood¬ 
lights which should allow Bilbrook’s mens team, who 
currently play in Division One of the West Midlands 
League, to further climb the non-league pyramid. 

The facility is also set to benefit both the commu¬ 
nity and other clubs. Otter and Vixen FC and Gornal 
Colts will also use the site, while Wolves Community 
Trust are set to deliver training and community out¬ 
reach programmes. 

“It is not just for the club but for the community 
too, particularly for the children,” said Maydew. 
“There is now a facility which can host functions. The 
old clubhouse was a drain on us. No-one wanted to go 
in but we were still paying for the gas and the electric. 

“That is money which can now be reinvested into 
the club and help us build toward the future. 

“In many ways this feels like a new beginning.”

The Saddlers’ disappointing season 
hit a new low on Saturday as Whit¬ 
ney’s men crashed out of the FA Cup at 
League Two Newport County 

It is the second time in two years Walsall have 
exited the world’s oldest cup competition in the 
first round - with non-league Macclesfield run¬ 
ning out 1-0 winners at the Banks’s Stadium last 
season. 

Whitney was already under pressure from sup¬ 
porters heading to South Wales but the defeat led 
to angry calls for him to be moved on. 

Chambers, though, says the entire squad are 
behind their boss and has vowed the team will 
turn their fortunes around. “All the lads are 
playing for the manager,” the skipper declared. 
“I have got a lot of respect for him. He has done 
an awful lot for me in my time at the club. 

“We are all pulling in the same direction and 
all trying to do our best for him and the club. The 
lads are the same as me. We want to do well for 
ourselves and for him as well. We are all behind 
him, most definitely. It is disappointing when 
things don’t go our way but we are working hard 
to put things right and we will.” 

Goals from Frank Nouble and Shawn McCoul- 
sky ensured it was the Exiles who made it into 
the draw for the second round - with Ama Bakay- 
oko netting a consolation for the Saddlers. 

McCoulsky’s goal arrived less than 30 seconds 
after the second half had got under way - with 
Chambers admitting Walsall needed to be better 
in Wales. 

“It is very disappointing to go out of the FA 
Cup in the first round,” he said. “We played OK 
at times. We’ve conceded an unlucky goal in the 
first half which didn’t help. And then a sloppy bit 
of play from ourselves at the start of the second 
half has given us a lot to do. The lads stayed pos¬ 
itive out there and tried to get on the front foot. 
But it wasn’t to be.” 


IT was a result Walsall and boss Jon Whitney 
simply had to avoid, but put very simply, this 
FA Cup performance proved Newport County 
wanted it more. 

And that desire could be seen when they 
opened the scoring. 

After collecting the ball 30 yards from goal, 
Frank Nouble bullied his way past both Adam 
Chambers and Shaun Donnellan far too easily. 

And while he then unleashed a strike that 
appeared to be sailing wide, the ball took a 
huge deflection off Jon Guthrie to end up in 
the top corner. It was a poor goal for Walsall to 
concede, but worse was to follow. 


A staggering 28 seconds into the second half, 
the Saddlers found themselves 2-0 down - with 
any instructions Whitney had given his players 
instantly thrown out the window.
